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NOTES OF THE SOCIETY 


On April 16. the Society lost one of its charter members in the death of 
Frank E. Morris “lizbe after a brief illness. Mr. Clizbe was born in Redford on 
July 14, 1869, the son of Joseph Chandler Clizbe and Lucy A. Morris of a New Jer- 
sey family. He came of true pioneer stock, the Clizbes coming to Massachusetts in 
1639, and his ancestry is traced through the Clizbe-Morris-Sackett-Crane-Baldwin 
and Wescott families of English and Scotch gentry back to the time of William the 
Conqueror. His life, until the age of thirty-three, was spent on the Morris farm 
on Schoolcraft Road, which was taken up from the government in 1832. He was 
educated in the public schools of Redford and the High School of Plymouth. On 
March 8 1898 he was married to Agnes Loraine Pulcher. who is also a charter mem- 
ber of the Society. 

Tn 1901 Mr. Clizbe moved +o Detroit where for a number of years he was in 
the employment of the Parke-Davis To. About 1904 he entered the service of the 
United States Government in the Postal Clerical Service. from which he retired 
in 1933. In 1899 he tecame a member of the Bell Branch Methodist Church, where 
he was in turn organist and member of the choir. He remained a faithful member 
of | Church in Detroit until his death. He was a member of Redford Lodge 
F.A.M. the Sons and Daughters of Redford Pioneers, a charter memter of the 
Detroi siety for Genealogical Research and the League of Children's Friend.
